Health  Department  for  the  year  1963. 

HOUSING 

New  Dwellings 


187  new  houses  were  completed,  86  of  which  were  Council 
Houses  and  the  remaining  101  by  private  enterprise. 

HOUSING  ACT  1936  AND  HOUSING  REPAIRS  AND  RENT  ACT 


During  the  period  under  review  40  houses  were  closed  and 
26  were  demolished.  A  total  of  58  families  were  re-housed  and 
in  the  process  of  this  work  265  visits  were  made. 

HOUSING  ACTS  1949  AND  1959 

During  the  year  27  discretionary  improvement  grants  were 
made  and  a  total  of  37  standard  grants  were  approved.  The  total 
number  of  houses  improved  during  the  year  amounted  to  55 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
Lutterworth 


In  April  of  this  year  the  Council  instructed  their  Consulting 
Engineers  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  sewage 
disposal  works  serving  Lutterworth  town;  this  work  to  include  for 
conveying  sewage  from  the  villages  of  Bitteswell,  Misterton  and 
Cotesbach  to  the  new  works  at  Lutterworth  and  the  field  work  in 
connection  with  this  project  has  proceeded  during  the  year. 

Gilmorton,  Kimcote  and  Walton 


Preparation  of  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  sewage 
disposal  works  to  be  located  at  Kimcote  to  serve  the  villages  of 
Gilmorton,  Kimcote  and  Walton  were  completed  and  approved  by  the 
Council  and  tenders  have  now  been  invited  and  these  will  be 
considered  at  the  January  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Broughton  Astley 


Difficulty  has  been  experienced  at  the  Broughton  Astley 
Works  where  the  analyses  of  samples  have  shown  that  the  final 
effluent  is  not  consistently  up  to  the  River  Board  standards. 
Investigations  have  been  carried  out  in  an  effort  to  discover  the 
cause  of  this  trouble  but  up  to  the  present  time  no  definite  causes 
have  been  discovered  but  the  investigations  are  continuing. 
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CONVERSIONS 


Slow  but  steady  progress  has  been  made  in  the  number  of 
premises  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  and  during  the 
year  62  properties  were  connected  to  the  main  sewer.  In  this 
case  the  Council  make  a  grant  of  £10  or  half  the  cost  whichever 
is  the  lesser  figure. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 


Six  slaughterhouses  are  licensed  and  have  been  in  regular 
use  throughout  the  year.  Plans  have  been  approved  by  my  Council 
and  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  a  new 
slaughterhouse  to  be  built  in  the  village  of  Ullesthorpe  and  this 
is  almost  complete  and  should  be  in  use  early  in  1964.

There  are  only  three  producer/retailers  operating  in  the 
district  and  samples  taken  from  these  premises  were  satisfactory 
there  being  no  evidence  of  Tuberculosis  or  Brucella  Abortus. 

WATER  SAMPLES 


Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private  supplies  of  various 
sources  and  most  of  these  proved  unsatisfactory  and  the  owners 
were  given  advice  as  to  improvements  and  in  most  cases  mains 
supplies  were  substituted.  The  watermains  throughout  the  District 
were  also  sampled  and  these  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  No 
shortage  of  water  was  experienced  during  the  year. 
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RODENT  AND  PEST  CONTROL 


The  sewers,  sewage  works  and  refuse  tips  throughout  the 
district  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  treated  for  rats,  and 
whilst  some  takes  were  recorded  no  heavy  infestation  was  found  in 
the  district.  On  private  properties  the  heaviest  infestations 
were  found  at  the  depots  used  by  the  contractors  on  the  construction 
of  the  M.l  which  is  now  in  progress  in  this  area  and  these  sites 
were  regularly  visited  and  treated.
